REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
fails to teach or fairly suggest a glazing panel comprising two spaced apart glass sheets 
sealed together along their edges wherein the distance between the glass sheets is 10- 
500 urn, wherein the glazing panel is provided with a plurality of spaced deposits 
consisting of an adhesive selected from the group consisting of UV-cured adhesive, 
anaerobic cured adhesive and heat cured adhesive arranged between and in contact 
with the two glass sheets wherein the deposits are spaced at a distance of between 1- 
10 cm apart and wherein the deposits maintain the distance between the glass sheets 
in combination with all the other limitations in claims 1 and 17. The examiner is relying 
on the applicants arguments filed April 21, 2010.
